Strike Called 
lu PalestiUe 
By Jew Unit 

JERUaALEM, Nov, 37 (U,P>— A 30- 
minute Jewish slrlko waa called 
throughout Palestine for 1:30 p. m. 
today while villagers ot the Sharon 
valley mournfully burled the nine 
men killed In yesterday's mid by 
10,000 British airborne troops.
